Governments and large industrial employers of labor, it is to be hoped, j 
have also learned to appreciate the fact that they have an obligation towards 
all the people on the one hand and their own employees on the other, and 
that the profits accruing to industry in good years must not, in the future, be 
all distributed in dividends to shareholders, or held in reserve to pay divi¬ 
dends when business drops off, but that an adequate percentage of those 
profits must be set aside in some form of unemployment Insurance in order 
to provide protection for the workingmen who assisted to create those profits. 
In future labor in industry must be protected just as effectively as the share¬ 
holders in industry. Many large concerns realize this, and even welcome it, 
but it is the duty of Governments to see that it is universally adopted. 

Another lesson that is being learned is the unwisdom of putting all one's 
eggs in one basket, to quote another old proverb. In good times many busi¬ 
ness men have re-invested all their profits in expanding their businesses far

New Question Raised 


U.S. Customs Asked To Refund Duty 
Charged On Goods Made At Sea 
The United States Supreme Court 
was asked to decide whether customs 
duties can legally be Imposed on ar¬ 
ticles produced on the high seas. 

The question was raised by the 
Proctor and Gamble Manufacturing 
Company of Cincinnati on the impor¬ 
tation of whale oil used in the manu¬ 
facture of soap. 

Under protest it paid a duty of 
six cents a gallon on the oil, taken 
In the Ross Sea by Norwegian seamen 
under contract and brought suit to 
recover the money. 

The trial court held that ships at 
sea and the property in them are a 
part of the country to which the ship 
belongs and that the whale oil was 
taxable as ooming from Norway. "

Forestry officials must have the co¬ 
operation of the public if the attrac¬ 
tions of the forest reserves are to be 
preserved. Carelessness has caused a 
staggering loss in merchantable tim¬ 
ber, besides doing incalculable damage 
to animal, bird and fish life. Fishing 
regulations have been grossly abused 
and lamentable lack of sportsmanship 
is often shown in parties exceeding 
the limit and setting out to catch al' 
they can. If the public shows little 
. concern over the preservation of val¬ 
uable natural assets, governments wil' 
»o't spend the money required to 
guard the forests. The public con¬ 
science must be aroused, for neglect 
indifference and carelessness will re¬ 
sult in the destruction of those charms 
which the mountain playgrounds af¬ 
ford. 

Forest Ranger Boulton performs 
good service, not only in the practical 


work of forest conservation, but in 
his addresses to school children and 
to organizations. It is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to secure the ap¬ 
propriations necessary for the effic¬ 
ient protection of the forest reserves, 
which makes it the more important 
that the public should back up the 
efforts of the forestry officials. The 
forests are a valuable asset to this and 
future generations. It is our duty to 
safeguard them.

Blown Off Course German Flyers Lost 
For Two Months 

Two months ago Capt. Hans 
Bertram, 27, and Mechanic Adolph 
Klaussmann took off from Koepang, 
Timor Island, for Darwin, Australia, 
500 miles south. In their Junkers sea¬ 
plane “Atlantis” they had left Ger- 
I many three months prior, on a tour to 
boost' German trade. From Koepang | 
they never reached Darwin. For 
weeks flyers and foot parties searched 
the bush of Australia’s north coast. 
Some biack natives found the aban¬ 
doned ’plane, and Capt. Bertram's cig¬ 
arette case and a handkerchief, on 
the beach near Drysdale Mission, 100 
miles northwest of Wyndham. Aus¬ 
tralian officials continued searching, 
dubiously. At last, one day a police 
launch bought Bertram and Klauss¬ 
mann ashore at Wyndham, nearly de¬ 
ranged suffering. Blown off their 
course in the night the flyers had 
landed near Drysdale, thinking it was 
Melville Island. They had a few bis¬ 
cuits, no water. For days they tramp¬ 
ed the bush in search of water and 
friendly natives, and later drank the 
contents of the ’plane’s radiator. On 
several occasions they plodded miles 
to what they thought was a signal 
jfire, arrived exhausted to find an un¬ 
attended bush fire. They “caught liz¬ 
ards on the rocks, which we ate rav¬ 
enously.” They fashioned a raft from 
one of their seaplane floats, paddled 
for five days in a rough sea, saw a 
steamer pass within a mile of them. 
Hunger drove them again ashore, to 
feed on snails and leaves. On the 38th 
day "to our great excitement we 
sighted a black, who brought a large 
fish, which we cooked and ate raven¬ 
ously.

Fewer Hand-Lace Workers 


Old Industry In France Is Gradually

Attention is being called to the dis¬ 
couraging decline in the hand-made 
lace industry in France.
